DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 4.—Plans 
for the establishment of an air- 
plane liquor patrol over the De- 
troit River, Lake Erie and Lake 
St. Clair, to combat rum-runners 
who have been operating in the 
air, are being made by Walter 5S. 
Petty, Collector of Customs, it be- 
came known today. 

Petty said he was communicat- 
ing with the Customs Department 
heads in Washington on the sub- 
ject. He plans to make airplanes a 
regular division of the customs 
border patrol which now patrols 
the border in boats and automo- 
biles. 

Two confiscated planés, one 
taken from an alien smuggler and 
the other from a rum runner, will 
be the nucleus of the prohibition 
air force. Petty now is awaiting 
a report of the mechanical condi- 
tion of the ships which are held at 


Selfridge Field, Mt Clemens, 
Mich. 
The use of planes in stopping 


liquor smuggling has been consid- 
ered for some time in various parts 
of the country, but Petty’s action 
is the first concrete effort to create 
a dry navy in the air.

C. B. Ricketts, Secretary of 
Survey, Finds Conditions 
“‘Infinitely Worse” Than- 


in Former Inquiries.

Three of Missouri’s four present 
State hospitals for the insane, 
those at Fulton, St. Joseph and 
Nevada, should be torn down and 


replaced by new buildings, Claude 
B. Ricketts, secretary of the State 
Survey Commission, has reported 
to the Commission. The report is 
now in the hands of Theodore 
Gary, chairman, and will go to 
Gov. Caulfield this fall. 

Ricketts, a St. Louis. office 
building manager and member of 
the lower House of the Legislature, 
states in his report that he has 
examined previous official reports 
on the State hospital buildings, 
which were then termed unsani- 
tary and firetraps. The condition, 
he says, is “infinitely worse” than 
when the previous reports were 
made, 

He cites the statement of J. Hal 
Lynch, St. Louis architect, after an 
inspection made for Gov. Hadley 
19 years ago, that the hospital 
buildings had no adequate plan of 
enlargement, and hence had grown 
in a way making them expensive 
and inconvenient of operation. 

Lynch reported that the plumb- 
ing in the three hospitals was bad, 
as to class of fixtures used and the 
proportion of fixtures to number 
of patients. Bathing facilities 
were found then to be very inade- 
quate. “These conditions,” Rick- 
etts says, “‘are little remedied, and 
are just as bad as can be after 19 
years of seeming neglect. In one 
ward (at St. Joseph) in which 139 
women inmates slept, I found only 
one bathtub.” 

Overcrowding at the Fulton in- 
stitution is described, Ricketts 
stating that patients’ beds are so 
close to the roof that they can 
touch it with their hands, 

Ricketts asks that the commis- 
sion approve his plan to rebuild 
the three institutions on a scien- 
tific basis, and that a financial 
plan for the necessary building 
program be adopted. 

As the next regular session of 
the Legislature will be held in 
1931, it is thought possible that 
the present Legislature will be 
called in special session next win- 
ter, to consider this and other rec- 
ommendations of the state survey.

“Tf men were as susceptible as

salt spoonful of the dry toxin 
would suffice to kill a million per- 
sons,”’ he said. 

Hill said that the toxin acted 
whether it was inhaled or touched 
the ey. as a powder. He asked 
the association members “if men 
set out to prepare such a toxin and 
to scatter it by airplanes, what 
would be the use of the panoply 
of war?”

MUTINY ON BOARD 
BLAZING SHIP, 13 
OF CREW DESERT 


Sailors Leave Tanker 300 
Miles Off Alabama Coast 
Despite Captain’s Order 
to Return. 


By the Associated Press, 

MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 4.—Reports 
of a short-lived mutiny aboard the 
American oil tanker, Paulsboro, 
while the vessel was ablaze on the 
night of Aug. 27, about 300 miles 
southeast of Mobile, were brought 
here yesterday by members of the 
crew following arrival of the ves- 
sel to undergo repairs as a result 
of fire which swept the engine 


room. 

Seamen onthe Paulsboro 
charged the mutiny was at a time 
the two-hour fire was at its 
height. Capt. John T. Pearson 
said he instructed a boatload of 
seamen preparing to leave the ves- 
sel to stay aboard. At the time he 
had an automatic pistol in his 


shoot, 

Pearson said he was forced to 
leave the lifeboat loaded with sail- 
ors to visit the opposite deck of 
the ship where more men were 
preparing to leave. He charged 
that while he was on the oppo- 
site side, the first boat loaded with 
13 sailors, left the vessel. 
Pearson was accompanied to the 
inspector’s office by seamen from 
the ship and a hearing has been 
called for Wednesday morning. 
Members of the crew charged 
negligence on the part of some of 
the ship’s officers during the fire 
which threatened for some time to 
destroy the tanker. 

A watchman on the Paulsboro 
shortly after its arrival here re- 
fused admittance to newspaper 
men on account of “the vessel be- 
ing filled with gas and fumes” as 
~ result of the fire. However, 
members of the crew told news- 
paper reporters that no one was 
allowed on the vessel in order to

Appoints Commission but 
Rules That Terms of Bal- 
four Declaration Be Con- 


sidered Unchanged. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, Sept. 4.—Forty- 
eight Arab leaders from all parts 
of Palestine, comprising the Pales- 
tone Arab executive, have been 
summmoned to meet in extraordi- 
nary private session in Jerusalem 
tomorrow to consider recent de- 
velopments in the Holy Land. 

News of the impending meeting 
| became known shortly after it was 
learned here the British Govern- 
ment had ordered a special Pal- 
estine commission headed by Sir 
Walter Shaw, former Chief Justice 
of the Straits Settlements, to make 
an inquiry into Arab-Jewish clashes 
beginning its task this month. 

The decision of the British Gov- 
ernment not to permit the scope 
of its Palestine inquiry to extend 
to any question altering the Bal- 
four declaration—that which fixed 
British policy at establishing in 
Palestine a national home for 
Jews—was hailed with joy by the 
Jews but was resented openly by 
Arabs. 

It was thought this would be 
one of the problems considered by 
the Arab executive, members of 
which have from time to time 
yoiced their opposition to the Bal- 
four declaration and have blamed 
the Moslem-Semitic clashes on 
Arab feeeling against it. 


Protest by Arabs. 

Members of the Ardb executive 
body have remained aloof from ‘the 
British representation in Palestine, 
no leader ar member having yet 
called upon Sir John Chancellor, 
the high commissioner, since his 
return. Sir John’s proclamation, is- 
sued Sunday, in discussing clashes 
of the last 10 days was felt by the 
Arabs to be decidedly pro-Jewish 
and anti-Arab. 

The Arab executive made public 
a vigorous reply to this proclama- 
tion, alleging that the Palestine 
Government had caused _ trouble 
by arming Jews, denying that there 
had been mutilations among the 
Jewish casualties at Hebron, as- 
serting that Jewish mobs had 
killed isolated Arab women and 
children, and that even British 
troops had shot Arabs at Sour 
Baher and elsewhere, 


The Arab’ pronouncement stated 


that troubles in Palestine had be®n 
caused by the British Zionist policy 
which aimed at “annihlating the 
Arab nation in its own country in 
favor of reviving a non-existent 
nation.” 

The Arabs demanded an _  im- 
partial inquiry by ‘“‘outsiders whose 
sense of Justice was not curbed by

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 4. — 
An assessed valuation of $498,563,- 
140 for the property of public util- 
ity companies in Missouri, except 


certain property assessed locally, 
and exclusive of gas, water and 
steam-heating companies, was rec- 
ommended by the State Tax Cor- 
mission for 1929 taxation pur- 
poses, in a report yesterday to the 
State Board of Equalization. 

The amount recommemnded is 
an increase of $12,443,653 over as- 
sessments fixed for the utilities for 
1928 taxes by the State Board of 
Equalization which determines the 
final valuation after considering 
the Tax Commission recommenda- 
tions. 

The increase, according to Chair- 
man J. T. Waddill of the Tax Corn- 
mission, largely represents the val- 
ue Of additions and betterments 
made by the utility companies. Of 
the increase, $8,474,114 is against 
electric light and power compa- 
nies.

“How do you account for the 
failure of most of the promo- 
ters in St. Louis to get ahead, 
since the commission law was 
passed?”

One promoter 
here made a report indicating 
failure that was not justified.

But he took in 
over $80,000 in his season and 
yet he reported that he made 
something under $500. The rea- 
son was that he established ex- 
pensive New York connections, 
one of which consisted, I was 
told, of a retainer of $200 a 
month and a percentage’ of all 
fights supplied by the New York- 
er. Then he had a big payroll 
in the local office. I feel that 
his season, well-handled, would 
have netted $10,000 or more, 
which is fair profit for a town 
of this size in one season.” 


In any case, Sullivan who is 
nearing middle age and probably 
approaching the 50-year mark, 
feels optimistic about promotion 
for the future, despite the han- 
dicap of FOUR deductions from 
his gross receipts; National, State, 
city and legion taxes.

FASCIST PARTY WILL DISBAND 


Admits That There Will Be Im- 

portant Developments Regarding 
‘Its Activities. ,.

ROME, Sept. 4.—It appears here 
that reports of the dissolution of 
the Fascist party are greatly ex- 
aggerated. 

The newspaper Populo Di. Roma 
today published an evidently in- 
spired statement saying such re- 
ports were due to the “Arbitrary 
Interpretation” of a phrase ut- 
tered by A. Turati, general secre- 
tary. of the Fascist party, in a 
speech at Messina. 

The newspaper denies there is 
any intention of doing away with 
the party, which “is alive and 
prosperous and will continue to 
live for unfailing future victories 
for facism.” 

The Populo Di Roma admits im- 
portant developments will occur 
regarding Fascist party activities, 
but there will be announced by 
Premier Mussolini in a speech 
Sept. 9. 
Among the reports about party 
plans is one that Premier Musso- 
lini is to retire from the post of 
Minister of the Interior, although

THE FINANCING FAKE. 


The series of articles from Detroit published by 
the Post-Dispatch last week, which showed that the 
public utilities of that city operate with profit to 
the owners and satisfaction to the public, and that 
there is no difficulty in financing them despite the 
fact none of them has a franchise or hopes to ever 
get one, made a complete and convincing case against 
the plea of the St. Louis Public Service Co. that it 
cannot be financed without a new, long-term fran- 
chise. If anyone in St. Louis was still deceived by 
the false propaganda spread in behalf of the street 
car company, his eyes must have been opened by the 
facts and expert opinion found in those articles. 

The Post-Dispatch exposed the franchise conspir- 
acy against St. Louis months ago and it is gratified 
to have its position sustained by the experiences of 
another great city. 

In the beginning of the conspiracy, when Promoter 
J. K. Newman’s agents were scheming for the so- 
called “service-at-cost” franchise at the city hall, the 
public was told that the purpose of the franchise was 
to give the city control over the street car 
company and thereby benefit the public. The 
authors of that measure knew that the city could 
not have the slightest degree of authority over a 
utility operating under a franchise. When that de 
ception was exposed and its purpose defeated, Mayor 
Miller and his Rapid Transportation Survey Com- 
mission were dragooned into the service of Newman, 
and the “terminable permits” bill was produced. 
With the new name came a new trick to deceive the 
public. We were told that a franchise was necessary 
to carry out any rapid transit program for the city, 
and that the street car company could not finance 
itself without one. But when Gov. Caulfield at his 
public hearing cross-questioned the advocates of the 
franchise, they all had to admit that it was not 
necessary to rapid transit. They fell back on financ- 
ing; it was their last line of defense. 


When the franchise grabbers had rallied their shat- 
tered forces after Gov. Caulfield vetoed the “termin- 
able permits” bill and began their third maneuver, 
for a “contract ordinance” this time, in which they 
are at present engaged, they could think of no decep- 
tion with which to beguile the public and they clung 
to financing. They must have a new fran- 
chise to finance even the comparatively inexpensive 
improvements of which the surface system is sus- 
ceptible. The Post-Dispatch at once exposed that 
sham for what it was—a smoke screen to hide the 
true purpose of Newman and his associates, which 
is to get a new franchise only to enable them to sell 
securities of questionable value to uninformed per- 
sons and get away with a huge profit for themselves. 


Now Detroit bankers and big business men, as well 
as city officials, tell St. Louis through the Post- 
Dispatch the same thing, that utilities need no fran- 
chises to borrow money for legitimate purposes; that 
a plea for a franchise on the ground of financing 
usually cloaks a scheme for personal profit. 


“They used to pull that same argument on us 
in Detroit,” said Acting Mayor Nagel. “I am 
afraid that company in St. Louis is getting ready 
to unload securities and wants a franchise to 
back them up. Don’t let them get away with 
Ray 

“The claim that a public utility cannot finance 
itself without a long-term franchise is worn out 
bunk,” said Alexander J. Groesbeck, former Gov- 
ernor of Michigan. “For years they tried that on 
us here in Detroit, but it didn’t work. It has 
been demonstrated in this city that utility cor- 
porations can get all the capital they need with- 
out franchises. What a public utility needs in 
order to finance itself is public good will. Fran- 
chise!” the former Governor exclaimed, “tell the 
people of St. Louis not to be foolish.” 

John J. Barlum, president of the American 
State Bank, one of the Jeading bankers and busi- 
ness men of Detroit and who owns or controls 
businesses with an aggregate capital far in ex- 
cess of that of the St. Louis street car company, 
advised St. Louis to grant no franchise. “The 
utilities in Detroit have been financing them- 
selves for several years without franchises,” he 
said, “and I cannot see why it could not be done 
in St. Louis. There is no insuperable reason 
why a company with a virtual monopoly on 
transportation should not be able to put itself in 
a position to get all the money it wants for its 
legitimate needs, regardless of whether it has a 
long-term franchise. That is the way it im- 
presses me from the standpoint of a banker and 
a public utility operator.” (Mr. Barlum is one 
of the commissioners who manage the city- 
owned street railways of Detroit.) 

G. Ogden Ellis, first vice-president of the 
Bank of Detrgit and chairman of that city’s street 
railway commission, said: “I cannot see why 
the St. Louis company should have any serious 
difficulty about financing. In Detroit the utility 
corporations finance themselves without fran- 
chises. Even the old Detroit United Railways 
continued to obtain capital after its franchises 
had expired and actually built new lines. There 
used to be a rule among bankers that a long- 
term franchise was a necessary part of the se- 
curity of a public utility. That view has altered. 
It is now recognized that the best gecurity a 
utility can have is public good will. In order to 
finance itself all the company needs is permis- 
sion to operate at a reasonable rate of fare. The 
principle of financing business is simple. What 
the lender wants is actual security. When a 
manufacturer asks for a loan at a bank, is he 
compelled to show a franchise guaranteeing he 
will remain in business thirty years or forever? 
Of course not. Every business is dependent up- 
on public good will, but the utility is in a strong- 
er position than almost any private business. If 
the public tires of one automobile, there are 
plenty of others: but I take it there is only one 
street car system in St. Louis.”

EDITOR LAVARRE AND THE POWER TRUST. 

Things have come to a hell of a pass 

When a man can't wallop his own jackass. 

That seems to be the situation down in South 

Carolina, where the Power Trust is being viciously 
attacked by William Lavarre, editor of the Columbia 
Record. About a year ago, when the International 
Power and Paper Co. was undertaking to create a 
chain store newspaper system, it purchased the Rec- 
ord and turned it over to Lavarre and Harold Hall, 
two young newspaper men, along with several other 
newspapers. In return for this favor, the Columbia 
Record, presumably, would deal kindly and sympa- 
thetically with Power Trust aims. 
Alas! Following the disclosure of the deal before 
the Federal Trade Commission, Lavarre split with 
Hall and also with the Power Trust. Behold the Co- 
lumbia Record now! In a recent issue appeared a 
huge cartoon in which the Lavarre papers were pic- 
tured as the Statue of Liberty, from whose torch 
emanates brilliant rays which pierce the chaos and 
old night of Power Trust propaganda. Again, the 
Record showed Old Man Power Trust, his pockets 
bulging with currency labeled “Gas and Electric 
Power Profits,” tearing up a public service contract. 
In its attempts to tamper with the press, the Pow- 
er Trust has fared badly enough. In the Federal 
Trade Commission it found its Waterloo. But the 
Columbia Record has administered the coup de grace. 
Once the Power Trust believed it could propagandize 
the independent press, but now it finds it cannot 
even control a paper which it actually purchased. 
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WE ARE GLAD NOW. 

Mayor Miller is back in town from his vacation 
and says he has “lots of plans.” We are glad, 
because a lot of things have been happening recently 
that have been worrying us. The other day a 600- 
pound hog got loose and ran wild on Kingshighway, 
causing undue commotion among peaceful pedes- 
trians, motorists, hotel clerks and policemen. The 
situation was finally solved by an outsider, Bing 
Miller, outfielder of the Philadelphia Athletics, who 
neatly captured the hog. Then, a few days later, 
somebody telephoned the police at 2 a. m. that “a 
huge beast” was prowling around Forest Park. The 
beast, when chased, hit out for the city streets, 
charged eight persons who were waiting for a street 
car and was finally killed in action at Kingshighway 
and Connecticut street by Lieut. Patrick Hussey. 
That beast was an 800-pound steer. 

There is no telling where such goings-on will lead, 
when the Mayor, Acting Mayor and Second Acting 
Mayor are away on their vacations. We feel safer 
now that Mr. Miller is back on the Job. 
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MR. SNOWDEN AND THE COMMUNISTS. 
Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
the British Labor Government, received a great ova- 
tion when he returned to London from The Hague. 
Cries of “Good Old Phil!” rent the air and the people 
struggled for a glimpse of the cruelly crippled man 
who beat the French at their own game and won his 
fight for a fair division of German reparations. Hob- 
bling from his train on two canes, Snowden, whose 
life has been spent in leading unpopular causes, must 
have marveled at the tumultuous reception. 


However, the bravos were not unanimously shout- 
ed. Before the Snowden train arrived, a group of | 
British communists were busy circulating leaflets | 
attacking the Chancellor and calling on the country | 
to get rid of “this war maker’s government.” That 
is a smile-provoking irony. Ramsay MacDonald, the 
head of “this war maker’s government,” is a pro- 
nounced pacifist who was ostracised during the war 
for his opposition to it and who is now engaged in 
negotiations with the United States for naval limita- 
tion. His views are largely shared by his Cabinet, 
including Snowden. 

Presumably, the communists would be highly sat- 
isfied with the new Labor regime. Its aims are 
liberal, and in the United States would be consid- 
ered radical. Before and since the election it has 
been called “bolshevistic.” But it does not please 
the communists, who occupy the extreme left wing, 
and its failure to do so gives rise to the suspicion 
that nothing could please them.

Both committees called on to revise levies to relieve farmer's needs have failed in task, 
thinks Republican Senator; rates should-come down, not up, yet plan is for high- 
est ever Known; request of Hoover disregarded and proposal made to add $67,- 
000,000 annually to American grocery bill; calls for revision or new start.

HE two tariff committees called on to 
T revise existing tariff rates to assist in 

equalizing the farmer’s one-sided eco- 
nomic position—otherwise to keep hands 
off the schedules—have both failed. The 
job is still to be done later—to suit the 
country’s actual needs, I hope, or not done 
at all. Anything more or less than that 
will probably merit the President’s veto. 

The Senate Committee, guided somewhat 
by the storm of criticism which greeted the 
House bill, did not take the farmer for 
quite such a trimming as the House Com- 
‘mittee did. It made 360 increases to the 
916 made by the House Committee. Nu- 
merous small concessions and one or two 
adequate concessions were made to agri- 
culture. Then, as the House Committee 
did, the Senate Committee left an otherwise 
too high tariff higher still. 

Both committees seem to have used the 
agricultural schedules for an excuse for fur- 
ther increases of rates on finished products. 
The result still is the highest tariff the 
country has ever known, at a time when 
in the interest of the nation’s financial set- 
tlements, its foreign trade and world sta- 
hility, the tariff should come down instead 
of up. It is an excessive Eastern tariff, 
made more excessive, while assuming to 
favor the actual needs of agriculture.

“The first and most complete necessity is 
that the American farmer have the Ameri- 
can market. That can be assured to him 
solely through the tariff.’ 

In calling the specia] session of Congress 
to enact farm relief legislation, President 
Hoover asked for an upward revision of the 
tariff in the interest of agriculture and lim- 
ited to that purpose, as an essential part of 
the farm relief program. 

The House tariff makers, called on to 
revise the existing rates in the interest of 
the farmer, increased rates on farm prod- 
ucts from 26 to 30 per cent—less in almost 
every case than asked—and increased the 
rates on goods farmers must buy from 42 
to 47 per cent. 

The economic inequalities from whicar 
agriculture is suffering cannot be adjusted 
by raising rates on farm products, then 
raising the rates on manufactured products 
still higher until we discriminate against all 
the countries of the world. What the tariff 
revisers were asked to do for the farmer 
and didn’t do, was to give him genuine in- 
stead of partial protection and to reduce 
his living and producing costs by lowering 
some of the present rates. 

Instead, the farm producer has been pre- 
vented from obtaining essential raises for 
his commodities, prevented from getting 
certain essential commodities transferred 
from the dutiable list to the free list, and 
usually has been cheated wherever there 
was an exchange of compensatory duties.

HEN the child walks into 
WV secroor tor the first time he 

walks into his first impersonal 
life situation. 

It is extremely important that 
he should tike school, that he 
should make friends there, that he 
should achieve a creditable record, 
The way he acts in school’ is a 
pretty good indication of the way 
he will act all his life. 

Here for the first time we must 
stand on his own feet, getting rec- 
ognition only for what he does, be- 
ing liked only when he is likabie. 
Here there is no mother to act as 
a buffer between him and the un- 
biased judgment of the world. It 
is a great step. 

The child who responds well to 
the varied demands of school life 
speaks volumes in favor of his 
home training. Yet many a child 
who has back of him a wise 
mother is so temperamentally con- 
structed that unless the situation 
is shrewdly handled he is sure to 
find the first weeks of school some- 
thing of an ordeal. 

For most children the first day 
of school is a great event pre- 
pared for by new clothes suitable 
to the dignity of daily public ap- 
pearance, by conversation over the 


dinner table, by the importance at- 


tached to the proceeding by older 
brothers and. sisters or by the 
children next door. 

The little one should be started 
out equipped not only with his 
new outfit and his family’s good 
wishes, but with the proper frame 
of mind.

As late as the seventeenth cen- 
tury the people of Nerike, near 
Oerebro, in Sweden, made sacri- 
fices to Thor against the toothache. 


It is a verv ancient belief, al- 
most worldwide, that worms cause 
toothache. The Bosnian gypsies 
gave their god of the toothache 
the shape of a worm. In ancient 
Babylonia they believed this worm 
caused toothache, as is told in an 
old poem: 

“Me! What are these, ripe figs 

and soft pomegranates? 

Lift me up, between the teeth and 
the jawbone set me, 

That I may destroy the blood of 
the teeth, 

And ruin their strength, 


Grasp the prong and seize the 
root.” 
Science, of course, eventually 


discarded this idea, though not 
until the eighteenth century, but 
the superstition still prevails. In 


India, for instance, the nomadic 
tribes are noted for charms to take 
out the worm which causes tooth- 
Chinese dentists offer med- 
icin which the patient is sup- 
posed to apply to the face, when 
worm will fall out. The den- 
tist carries with him small strips 
of white paper, about one-tenth of 
an inch in length, which so much 
resembles worms that the layman 
cannot distinguish them apart. He
